A. REPORT ON THE 1976 TRAINING PROGRAMME. DIRECTOR OE 
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JOINT OPERATIONAL STAFEAVEST (JOSAV) AND U.S. 

REPRESENTATIVE WILL BE PREPARED TO DISCUSS STALE 
PRESENTATION. U.S. REPRESENTATIVE SHOULD AGREE TO 
PARAGRAPH 3 OP AC/12-D/628, WHICH INVITES THE PPC TO TAKE 
POUR STATED ACTIONS. 

B. 1977 SINGLE AGENCY EXERCISE FOR NOEB/JOS(EAST). U.S. 
REPRESENTATIVE SHOULD STATE THAT EPPORTS ARE BEING MADE 
TO FILL NEWLY CREATED JOS(E) ASSISTANT DIRECTOR SLOT 
EARMARKED EOR AMERICAN INDUSTRY EXPERT LIVING IN EUROPE

C. 1978 SINGLE AGENCY EXERCISE FOR NOEB/JOS(WEST). U.S. 
GOVERNMENT SHOULD CONTINUE TO OFPER ASSISTANCE TO 
CANADIANS AND INTERNATIONAL STAFP ON SUBSTANTIVE SIDE, BUT 
AVOID SHARING CENTRAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

X. NWOO - FURTHER ORGANIZATIONAL AND PROCEDURAL 
ARRANGEMENTS. 

A. DEVELOPMENT OP PLEXIBLE ARRANGEMENTS. U.S. 
REPRESENTATIVE: (A) SHOULD AGREE WITH THE WORKING GROUP 
REPORT AND ANNEXES ON THE NATO OIL CRISIS CONTINGENT EOR 
SUBMISSION TO THE SCEPC, AND (B) IP THE PPC APPROVES THAT

B. HARMONIZATION OF STRUCTURE AND EUNCTIONS OE JOS(EAST) 
AND (WEST). U.S. REPRESENTATIVE SHOULD NOTE THE REPORT. 
DIRECTOR, JOS(W) EXPECTS TO MEET WITH HIS COUNTERPART EOR 
A EURTHER REVIEW JUST PRIOR TO THE PPC MEETING. 

XL OPERATIONAL CONCEPT OP THE NOEB/JOS AND CO-OPERATION 
WITH THE DSA (ALLOCATION OF TANKERS). U.S. REPRESENTATIVE 
SHOULD NOTE THE REPORT. 

XII. ANY OTHER BUSINESS. CANADIAN REPRESENTATIVE, WHO 
REPRESENTS THE PPC ON THE SPECIAL WORKING GROUP ON NCWA 
WAR TIME HEADQUARTERS, WAS UNABLE TO ATTEND THE GROUP'S 
MEETING IN NEW YORK ON OCTOBER 29, 1976. AT HIS REQUEST, 

U.S. REPRESENTATIVE IS PREPARED TO BRIBE THE PPC ON THE 
HIGHLIGHTS OP THE MEETING. 

XIV. ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN, VICE CHAIRMAN AND CHAIRMAN OP 
THE WORKING GROUP. U.S. REPRESENTATIVE: SHOULD(A) 
SUPPORT ELECTION OP GERMANY'S BRAMKAMP AS CHAIRMAN AND, 
IPAVAILABLE, UK'S WATERS AS VICE CHAIRMAN, AND (B)STATE 
THE USLMISSION CEP OPPICER WILL BE UNABLE TO CONTINUE 
AS CHAIRMAN OP THE PPC WORKING GROUP.
